THE THIRD PARTY .TO THE STRIKE. 


There are two declared: parties to the suspension of activity 
on the Georgia railroad—the strikers and the railroad. The Con- 
stitution does not nominate itself a tribunal and undertake to say 
upog which side the right lies. We do know there is a third party 
to the situation—undoubtedly a greater party, and one probably 
more vitally interested and certainly subject to greater penalization 
and inconvenience than either of the two principals—the public. 

No doubt whatever exists as to the desire of this third party 
to see justice done as between the two principals at contest. The 
people want a square deal for the worker and the railroad. 

But the public has its right to be heard at court and it has the 
right to ask if both parties-disputant cannot in some way resolve 
their differences with the result that the Georgia railroad shajl re- 
sume its normal operation. Conceding that the strike becomes thor- 
oughly effective the result will be visited upon practically every 
business and upon scores of thousands of persons. 

Is it not possible for the differences between the Georgia rail- 
road and its employees to be adjusted without imposing substantial 
punishment upon the public? | 

Only a short time ago, a similar situation with this same carrier 


was ultimately settled in a harmonious manner. 
Is there any valid reason why means of some such nature should 


not be invoked to the same end?’
